Mr. Darwin's second volame
eontinues the disguesion of the imterssting
subject of rexnal selection commenced in the
first, and a8 a collection of svientifie facts it
in of the highest valwe, whether the conela.
gions to which it points are ascepted or net,
The investigations of such men as Darwin
and Wallnce, earnest, honest, and aeccom-
plished eearchers after truth, eannot he
igrored by theologians azd others, who find
it difficult or impossible to reconeile thaeir
faots and epinions with preconesived notions
which have ub scientific feundnation, and whioh
are frequenily mol supported by the state-
mentn of the Soriptures when the meanings
of thess stateanientsare carefully mensured. It
in far better to meet the Darwins, the Wallacas,
and the Huxleys of the day upon their Jown
ground, ss Mr. Mivart does, with a cordial
recagnition of the walue of their sciemtitic
gervices. No intelligent man or woman who
wishes to be infermed upon the progress of
scientific theught and imvestigation in ounr
day can afferd to leave the writings of Mr.
Darwin nuread, and much of the oriticism
which has béen lannched against them has
proceeded from persons whe evidently did
not understand his theeries or the facts upon
which they were based. Buch oriticism of
course is valueless with those who think for
themselves, aud as an antidote to the skepti-
cal temdencies of Mr. Darwins works the
“Genesis of Species’” ia one of the most im-
portant centributiens to literature that has
yet appeared. Mr. Mivart accepts Mr, Dar-
win's facts at their {full value, but contends
that the proper inferences are not drawn from
them, smd that they are not necessarily irre.
concilable with BSeripture. His argunment
in that the investigations of Darwin
and others have as vet revealed but a small
portion of the trath, end that importamt de-
velopments are yet Lo be made. With regard
to the theory that man is descended from
lower formas, he osntends that the zoul of man
and his sense of meral acoountability sre not
accounted for under it, and that Mr., Dar-
win's conclusiens are drawn from bwu! half-
revenled truths. It is evidemt that s work
written in this spirit will receive the ocamndid
cousiderntion of those who would pay no re.
gard whatever to theologieal diatribes; and as
theologinns must recogmize the facts of |
pciemce if they ecxpeet to retain their
irfluence, woe commend HMre. Mivart's work
most heartily to their consideration, as well
